The Department will make no objection to bonds secured by a domestic guarantee 
company if the Department blank form is used, but it will not permit the interpolation of new and 
harassing conditions and provisos. It will only be necessary to show the standing of the company 
to be good and that the party signing for same is duly authorized to do so.
